RELATIONSHIP DYNAMICS WITHIN THE CYCLE OF VIOLENCE;17
(d)  BE CONDUCTED BY A PROFESSIONAL TRAINER WHO HAS18

SUBSTANTIAL EXPERIENCE IN ASSISTING SURVIVORS OF DOMESTIC19
VIOLENCE OR CHILD ABUSE AND MAY INCLUDE A PROFESSIONAL20
REPRESENTING A VICTIM SERVICES PROVIDER OR A SURVIVOR WITH LIVED21
EXPERIENCE OF DOMESTIC VIOLENCE OR CHILD PHYSICAL OR SEXUAL22
ABUSE. IN CONDUCTING THE TRAINING, THE PROFESSIONAL TRAINER SHALL23
RELY ON EVIDENCE-BASED AND PEER-REVIEWED RESEARCH CONDUCTED24
BY RECOGNIZED EXPERTS THAT FOCUSES ON THE TYPES OF ABUSE25
DESCRIBED IN SUBSECTION (11)(c) OF THIS SECTION AND SHALL NOT26
INCLUDE THEORIES, CONCEPTS, OR BELIEF SYSTEMS IN THE REQUIRED27
TRAINING THAT ARE NOT SUPPORTED BY EVIDENCE-BASED AND28
PEER-REVIEWED RESEARCH; AND29

(e)  BE DESIGNED TO IMPROVE THE ABILITY OF COURTS TO:30
(I)  RECOGNIZE AND RESPOND TO CHILD PHYSICAL ABUSE, CHILD31

SEXUAL ASSAULT, DOMESTIC VIOLENCE, AND TRAUMA IN ALL FAMILY32
VICTIMS, PARTICULARLY CHILDREN; AND33

(II)  MAKE APPROPRIATE CUSTODY DECISIONS THAT PRIORITIZE34
CHILD SAFETY AND WELL-BEING AND THAT ARE CULTURALLY SENSITIVE35
AND APPROPRIATE FOR DIVERSE COMMUNITIES.".36
